A Statement of Error 

Claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,306,966 renders the patent wholly or partly inoperative or invalid by 
reason of claiming more than the Applicants had a right to claim, due to the omission of an essential 
limitation. 



The specification as filed discloses that transparency of the claimed composition is sufficiently 
improved when the difference in refractive index between the liquid phase and the solid phase is 0.1 
or lower. However, claim 1 of the issued patent does not recite such limitation, thereby failing to 
teach a composition that exhibits excellent transparency. Absent such limitation, claim 1 fails to set 
out the metes and bounds of the Applicants' invention. 

The inadvertent exclusion of the essential limitation resulted in the Applicants claiming more than 
they had a right to claim. Specifically, issued claim 1 renders the patent wholly or partly inoperative 
or invalid because it claims a broader subject matter, i.e. compositions with insufficient transparency, 
than what the Applicants invented. Therefore, narrowing of claim 1 is necessary to limit the scope of 
the claim to the Applicants' actual invention. 

By the amendments presented in this Reissue application, claim 1 has been amended to limit the 
moisture curable composition to the actual scope of the Applicants' invention. 

All errors being corrected in this application did not result from any deceptive intent on the part of the 
Applicants.
